be one of the most useful steps our 
government could take, Into the de. 
tails of what can be done to im 
prove official statistics in Canada 
and the United States it is not nec 
essary to enter for the purposes of 
this article.

FIRST SESSION 
BENNETT GOVERNMENT 
NEXT MONDAY 


The Dominion Parliament has 
been called to meet at Ottawa 
next Monday, as a special session 
to déal ostensibly with the unem- 
ployment situation which Premier 
Bennett promised to do during the 


lmmediately after the election a| 
horizontal increase of 10 or 15 per 
cent. in the tariff was suggested as 
an emergency measure to restrict 
imports, but the method now gel- 
erally favored is an Qpward revs 
ion affecting industries which are 
depressed and in which employ- 
ment is at a low ebb. 

Mr Bennett cleared the decks 
for action by rescinding the Order 
in-Council passed by his predeces 
sors creating an Advisory Board on 
Tariff and Taxation, He did this on 
the ground that the Tariff Board 
was created with out statutory au 
thority. 

He proposed to replace it with | 
tribunal set up by act of Parlia 
ment, such as the body planned by 
the Borden Government in 1912. 

Whether Mr Bennett will be able 
to get through parliament compre 
hensive tariff revisions and other 
emergency measures in time to 
leave for the Imperial conference 
remains to be seen. The Liberals 
under Mr Mackenzie King, are dis 
posed to expedite the passing ot 
all reasonable measures for the ak 
leviation of uemployment and the 
rejuvenation of trade, but it is dow 
ttul that they will consent to com 
plete overhauling of the tariff with- 
out considerable scrutiny of the de 
tails. In the event of the Septem 
ber session lasting over two weeks 
Mr. Bennett will leave for the ‘nr 
perial Conference about Sept. 20th 
and Sir George Perley or Mr Guth 
rie, the minister of Justice will re 
maia in Ottawa to lead the Gover 
nment in his absence.. 

In refering to this session the 
Toronto Globe say's: 

The people have endorsed the 
program outlined by Mr Benneit 
It is proper and fair that every 
chance should be given to apply 
the program under the most favor 
able circumstances, 

It is not expected that the oppos 
ition— probably the most powerful 
in personnel that ever faced a new 
Government in Canada- will silent 
ly except any proposals to which it 
may be opposed on basic princip- 
als. But it is fair to recognize that 
the Bennett Government, should 
attempt immediatly to enact into 
law all the promises made on it’s 
behalf in the course of the last el- 
ection campaign. But specific ac 
tion has been promised in certain 
respects. 

Hon. Hugh Guthrie's declaration 
of bility to end unemployment 
“within three days” was. of course 


& commonplace campaign exagger 
ation. But the people certainly did 
accept at par the principle of sim- 
llar statements by the new Premier 


The time has come to put such 
promises to the test. 

There is another and even more 
important reason for businesslike 
despatch in the proceedings of the 
special Parliamentary session. Mt 
Bennett is inevitably cast for the 
leading part in the Empire Econu 
mic Conference, which opens in ex 
actly one month. It fell to him to 
everthrow the Dunning Budget 
principles, and Mr King’s prograto 
of Empire trade extension, on the 
ground that there was a better, 
more practical plan for progress. 

The Empire, composed of Govern 
ments of all shades of politics 
therefore awaits Mr Bennett's de 
finite pronouncements and specif 
le proposals. If in the meantime 
New Zealand has summarily cut 
off some five and a half million | 
dollars worth of yearly purchases 
from Canada, it is becatse New 
Zealand is keeping step with Capn- 
ada—-marching to the time set by 
Mr Bennett—waiting for the next 
turn| 

Canada must continue to occupy 
the leading place in the Empire 
trade movement. Because of these 
facts, all reasonable steps should 
be taken to expedite Mr Bennett's 
departure for London.
